Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: In response to the applicant's arguments 
(Amendment, Pages 11-12), the examiner maintains the position of record. The index of a codebook represents a vector position in a 
codebook. Thus, when Kwan perfonms evaluation for an optimal codevector, the process comprises analysis at each codevector position 
in a codebook, and thus, analysis of each corresponding vector index (Pages 344-345). Thus, the applicant's arguments, although fully 
considered, are not convincing. In response to the applicant's arguments on Pages 13-14, the examiner notes that Kwan clearly indicates 
perfonming vector-based coding using the simple concept of parallel processing (Pages 344-345). Kwan further suggests expanding the 
parallel processing concept to a full speech coding process (Page 345). Since the concept here is simple and well-known parallel 
processing of speech coding steps that are well known in the art and the parallel processing concept is enabled In Kwan (a relationship 
between coding and speech processing is clearly made), inclusion of such well-known speech processing would have been obvious to 
one of ordinary skill in the art. Also, the examiner notes that the amendments to the drawings, specification, and claims would overcome 
the previous objections. In addition, the amended claims would overcome the previous 35 U.S.C. 112 first and second paragraph 
rejections and the previous 35 U.S.C. 101 rejection. 
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
